Continuation of Substance of interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Skoge initiated by reviewing goal of applicants' invention in 
broad sense and how it differs from what is taught by Schloss. Ms. Skoge emphasized that all processing of output 
data and the created objects (see claim 1 ) is done entirely by the server then transmitted to the client whereas Schloss 
performs similar steps at the client instead of all the steps being performed on the server side. Ms. Skoge pointed to 
specifically figures 6, 7 and 1 1 for a clear interpretation of what the invention of Schloss entails. Mr. Ailes informed that 
a further review of Schloss is necessary to confirm Ms. Skoge's interpretation of Schloss. The language of the claims 
was discussed and better claim language was explored. Examiner Prieto suggested that Ms. Skoge perform searching 
of dynamic web page generation when performing claim revision. No agreement was made with respect to the claims 
at this point in the prosecution . a
